BACK IN America, Thomas|
Jefferson was submitting to the|
Virginia House of Burgesses a
series of bills proposing that
Virginia state laws guarantee
religious freedom. Jefferson de-
clared, at the time, that the bills
would establish a system of gov-
ermment from which “every|
fibre would be eradicated of an-|
cient and future aristocracy.”

THESE developments of the
year 1778 pointed out the defi-
clencles of the colonial colleges
in a country already involved in
the necessities of machine pow-
er and a new way of life.
